OLD AGE NEWS 

A widow who was 62 years 
old or over in November 
1956, can still get her social 
security benefits back to that 
month !f she applies before 
the end of November 1957, 
according to Miss Ethel Bli- 
opoulos, manager of the Lo- 
wel] social security office. 

Hundreds of .women in 
greater-Lowell have applied 
for benefits since the Social 
Security Act was changed to 
permit women to start draw- 
ing their payments at age 62.

62 who have not applied. A 
working women or the wife 
of a living retired worker 
may not want to apply be- 
fore she is 65 because she 
sous haverto take 
ently ret id ites 
reduction’ does fiot apply to 
the-—whtow——oF dependen® 
mother of # deceased insured 
worker.

Here's the gist of a letter 
I received this week. It 
states, quote, “My feet and 
Body are off balance, and my 
feet and legs kill me. Would 
you -tell me how I can have 
happy feet? Unquote! May 
I answer this letter in this 
way. Primitive folks, as we 
know, did not walk on floors 
or pavements. They made 
thelr way over rocks an 
other uneven surfaces. So, 
that they might easily do 
this, nature provided that 
their feet be adjustable to 
the conditions they were cal- 
led upon to meet. 

‘Anyone who has taken pic- 
tures in the country knows 
the value of the tripod. No 
matter what the surface, a 
perfect balance is easily se- 
cured by balancing the tri- 
pod. So it is with our feet. 


In our feet, there are what 
is known as the tripodal 
bearing points, namely, the 
heel bone, first and fifth me- | 
tatarsal heads, at ball of} 
foot. If you remember how | 
difficult it was to maintain | 
balance while skating or ski- 
ing for the first time, the 
necessity of the three bear- 
ing points becomes clear. In 
skating one moves about on) 
only two bearing points. 

Here's something else. If 
a person has a corn on the 
little toe, he ts not’ willfully 
going to stand on it. He will 
walk, so that his weight will 
be carried on the inner bor- 
der. He also will be using 
only two bearing points. 
Likewise, the bunion suffer 
will do the same thing, only 
placing the burden on the 
outer borde! 

Let’s assume that the lady 
who wrote for my shoe ad- 
vise is wearing heels that} 
are too high. There isn’t an| 
even distribution of the} 
body's weight.

use, One way it may be done 
is to get a few grain bags or 
large cartons at the store 
and fill them with leaves 
and hang them in the gar- 
age or cellar, Be sure to 
store them in a dry place. 
‘As a rule, the ground is fro- 
zen by the first of December 
so the bags are not In the 
way too long. 

When the ground is fro- 
zen hard just empty the 
Jeaves on the penennials, not 
too deep, then place sticks, 
brush or pine houghs on top 
to keep them from blowing 
away, 

‘All peat which {s used in

VISITS TENNESSEE 


Abbie G. Lyle of Wilming 
ton, was among the nearly 
five thousand people who 
signed the guest register at 
The Upper Room Chapel 
here -recently.

The focal point of the 
chapel is the almost life- 
size wood carving of the Last 
Supper done by Ernest Pelli- 
grinj after the famous paint- 
ing by ‘Leonardo da Vinci 

This carving captures the 
moment when Jesus tells his 
disciples, “One of you shall 
betray me." Set in a huge 
frame .the limewood and 
walnut carving is more than 
eighteen feet long, The artis. 
try and skill of the sculptor 
are apparent to even the 
casual viewer. Many visitor? 
see it with a deep spiritual 
sensitivity that makes the 
visit a religious experience 

The wood carving is placed 
on the rear wall of the chan- 
cel. The chancel reproduces 
the same depicted in the car- 
ving. Here are the same 
tapestried walls, the same 
beamed ceiling, the same in- 
jaid floor, and most strik- 
ing of all, the altar repro- 
duces the great table about 
which the discipales are seat- 
ed with their master. 

Other features of the chap-
